Petitions circulated for — vote

BOYNE CITY — Petitions are circulating in the city to 
bring the downtown parking issue to the voters at 
November’s election. 

“We are petitioning for a referendum on the parking ex- 
empt zone boundaries,” resident Sue Hobbs told the city 
commission on Tuesday, Sept. 25, at its meeting. She asked 
that the commissioners support the right of the citizens to 
vote on the issue and show that support by signing a peti- 
tion. 

City commissioners approved the parking exempt zone 
boundaries on Sept. 11 in a41 vote. Commissioner Chuck 
Vondra did not vote for the boundaries as drawn, saying he 
believed it would hurt downtown businesses because of a 
lack of parking spaces. 

The zone boundaries include the proposed One Water 
Street development. The city’s zoning ordinance calls for

the creation of 147 parking spaces by the developers of 
One Water Street, but the city exempted them from having 
to create about 58 of those spaces. , 


The zoning ordinance requires developments and busi- 
nesses to construct a specified number of parking spaces 
to accommodate a project. The zoning ordinance contains 
a formula for the number of required parking spaces that is 
based on the size of the development. 

The parking exempt zone is an area where, upon the re- 
quest of a developer or owner located within the bound- 


aries of the area, the city may approve an exemption to the - 


a a ee a 2 
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number of parking spaces required by the ordinance. 

If the city allows exemption of spaces for the project, 
the owners or developers pay a one-time fee to a fund for 
each parking space they are not required to construct. That 
fee has not yet been determined by the commissioners. The 
fees collected would be earmarked for future parking lots 


the city would create. . 


Citizens that are opposed to the issue say that not requir- 
ing businesses to provide the requisite number of parking 
spaces will result in too few spaces for shoppers downtown.

FOJR seek 
alternatives 


and solutions 


to Alba well

EAST JORDAN - In a 
search for solutions to the 
Alba well issue and the tox- 
ins leaching into Little 
Traverse Bay, the Friends 
of the Jordan River called 
a meeting with CMS En- 
ergy and the Michigan De- 
partment of Environmental 
Quality. 

The Friday, Sept. 28 af- 
ternoon discussion with the 
energy company respon- 
sible financially and envi- 
ronmentally, and with the 
state regulating department 
was helpful, FOJR presi- 
dent Dr. John Richter said 
following the meeting. 

“Tt was an informational, 
frank, open discussion and 
I think we all learned a lot.” 

The overall problem be- 
gins at the Emmet County 
site of a former cement 
plant on U.S. 31, just out- 
side of the city of Petoskey. 
The nationally and interna- 
tionally-known multi-mil- 
lion dollar Bay Harbor re- 


sort was developed by 


Dave Johnson. The resort 
stretches for five miles 
along Lake Michigan’s 
Little Traverse Bay. 


The kiln dust piles from 
cement production are still 
located on the land of the 
resort. The problem occurs 
when ground water mixes 
with kiln dust and forms 
toxic leachate. The leachate 
is discharging into the wa- 
ter of the bay. Leachate has 
a pH of 12 or more and that 
is equivalent to bleach. 

Richter warns of the se- 
riousness of the problem. 

“This is a tragedy per- 
petuated upon the people 
and the water resources in 
Northern Michigan on an 
epic scale,” Richter said, 
noting that mercury levels 
are dangerously high as 
well. 

Friends of the Jordan 


_River are concerned about 


contamination of the Jordan 
River, among other envi- 


ronmental and health prob- 


lems. 

The problem came home 
to the residents of Alba and 
Star Township in Antrim 
County when CMS Energy 


decided it wanted to bury . 


the contamination in an un- 


derground well, an areathat - 


is basically in the residents’ 
back yards. CMS has ap- 
plied for a permit from the

New memorial ready for construction

Legg appeared before

BOYNE CITY — The 


city will have a new 


veteran’s memorial in 


Veteran’s Park to pay trib- 
ute with monuments to vet- 
erans from World War I, 
World War II, the Korean 
War, the Vietnam War, 
Desert Storm, Enduring 
Freedom and Iraqi Free- 
dom. 

“The project has been de- 
veloping for about a year 
and a half,” Mary Legg said. 
She is chair of the commit- 
tee formed to coordinate the 
memorial and is a veteran 
who served in the U.S. 
Navy. Legg is also Vice 
Commander of American 


Sept. 25, to display the de- 
sign and obtain final ap- 
proval to begin the con- 
struction. Commissioners 
unanimously approved of 
the memorial plans. 

“This was a great accom- 
plishment for us today,” 
Legg said of the approval. 

Volunteers helped with 
the project plans, such as 
Mark Robinson, a land- 
scape architect who worked 
on design. The first of the 
seven monuments that 
make up the memorial that 
is slated for completion is 
the World War II monu- 
ment. Bruce Janssen 


worked with the committee 
on the design. 

The memorial design 
shows an elongated shape 
with a space for the monu- 
ments, a podium anda plaza. 
A walkway is lined with 
bushes and benches. 

Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff George T. Lasater opened 
an account at Citizen’s Bank 
with $5,000 from the pro- 
ceeds from his book, 
“Charlevoix County’s Con- 
tribution to World War II.” 

More donations are 
needed to construct the 
project, Leggs said. Contri- 
butions may be sent to 
Citizen’s Bank to the atten- 
tion of “Boyne City Area 
Veterans’ Memorial Fund.”

U.S. Environmental Protection Agency and from the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality. To 
date, a decision has not been made. 

Star Township supervisor, Richard Steel, participated 
in the meeting on Friday.

“Everyone at this table knows how we got here and

tory,” Richter said. “We are here to help you do it right, 
and if that’s not possible, stop you from doing harm.” 

The FOJR presented a solution that would not 
threaten the residents or the environment of Alba and 
Star Township. 

“The CKD (contaminated kiln dust) need to be en- 
tombed and contained so there is no leachate,” Richter 
said. 

Because cleanup costs are “enormous,” Richter sug- 
gested that the financial burden be shared by all devel- 
opment parties, not just CMS.

Whooping cough case confirmed 


Emmet County 


PETOSKEY — A 
case of whooping cough, 
also called pertussis, has 
been confirmed in 
Emmet County, public 
health officials an- 
nounced, Both children 
and adults whose immu- 
nizations are up-to-date 
are protected from con- 
tracting whooping 
cough, a highly infec- 
tious bacterial infection 
of the respiratory sys- 
tems that causes fits of 
severe coughing. 

“This case highlights 
the need to review your 
family’s immunization 
records and make sure 
everyone’s immuniza- 


aT 


tions ‘are, up-to-date, 


said Joshua Meyerson, 
MD, Medical Director 
for the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest 
Michigan. Children 
should receive the DTaP 
immunization against 
pertussis at two, four, six 
and fifteen months and 
again between ages four 
and six years. “The pro- 
tection received from 
pertussis vaccinations 
administered in child- 
hood begins to wear off 
after five to ten years, 
leaving preteens, teenag- 
ers, and adults at risk,” 
Meyerson said. “The 
best way to help prevent 


preteens and teenagers 


cough is to make sure 
they receive a booster 
shot called Tdap.” 

All preteens and teen- 
agers should receive a 
single Tdap booster be- 
tween age 11 and 18. 
Adults up to age 65 can 
also get the Tdap booster 
to reduce their risk of 
getting whooping cough. 

Whooping cough 
starts with arunny nose, 
mild fever, and mild 
cough, similar to a com- 
mon cold. Then symp- 
toms progress to severe 
spasms of coughing that 
can interfere with eat- 
ing, drinking, and 


breathing. Infants and 
‘younger children often. 


have more severe symp- 
toms than older chil- 
dren, adolescents, and 
adults. ; 

Anyone with whoop- 
ing cough should stay 
home and away from 
public activities, includ- 
ing school, daycare, and 
work, to avoid exposing 
others. “They should be 
treated with certain an- 
tibiotic medications,” 
Meyerson said. “If 
given early enough, an- 
tibiotics can limit the 
spread of whooping 
cough to others. A 
course of preventive an- 
tibiotic therapy may 
also be recommended

In addition to making 
sure immunizations are 
up-to-date, everyone can 
help prevent the spread 
of whooping cough by 
taking the following pre- 
cautions:

¢ Staying home from 
school and work when 
sick 

¢ Contacting your 
health care provider if
